Brigade. The road to this place from Madranticum was in many 
places deep, occaſioned by a moſt violent thunder-ftorm we had laſt 


Night ; the rice and ammunition eſcaped without damage, and are now 
ſafely lodged in Pagodas, 


Captain Hearſey reports to me, that e ede carriage aſd fix 
draught bullocks have fallen down and died by this day's march; no 
rice has however been loſt. In obedience to the orders and inſtructions 
forwarded by you to Lieutenant Colonel Elphinſton, I ſhall detach 
him this evening at 9 o'clock, to carry them into execution; and as he 
wiſhed that two complete Carnatic battalions might accompany him, 
inſtead of the detachment of grenadiers, and one battalion, I have, 
agreeably to his requeſt, ſent the .4th and 2oth along with him, who, 
from their local knowledge of the country, will, I hope, be attended 
with advantage, and plead in excuſe for the deviation from your in- 
ſtructions on this ſubject. Lieutenant Wickens, and 30 pioneers, I 
have likewiſe ordered to accompany him, in caſe their aſſiſtance may 
be requiſite for putting the fort in a tenable ſtate of defence. I ſhall 
report to you every intelligence I may receive from that quarter. The 
detachment is victualled up to the 3oth incluſive, 


The following information I received this afternoon * a Jemetdar 
come in from the enemy. He ſays he commanded twenty-five horſe, 
part of a body of one thouſand, who have halted this evening about 
cight miles to the weſtward of this place. They came from Chander- 
gary with 7w0 thouſand more, who are at preſent at Trivatore; they 
had at firſt along with them three thouſand foot, who halted near Arcott, 
but hearing that a party was coming from Vellore, to attempt ſurpriſing 
them, they diſperſed. He further ſays, that a party in the intereſt of 
the Venketeghery Rajah advancing againſt them, was the reaſon why they 
left the Chandergary diſtrict; and adds, that he does not believe there 
are more than 7709 hundred horſes, of the thouſand he belonged to, fit for 
E | ſervice.

ſervice. They have no Rocket-boys with them. The Jemetdar is a 
very fine looking fellow, and wiſhes to enter into our ſervice. 

A Harkarrah of Lieutenant Colonel Elphinſton's is come in this 
evening, who reports, that the enemy have fallen back from Villenore; 
that the French forces conſiſt of ws thouſand five hundred men, and 
three battalions of Sepoys; that they have erected three ſmall batte- 
ries at Manjecoupang, and are preparing to defend themſelves ; that 
he could not aſcertain the number of irregulars they may have along 


with them, as they have no particular ſtation, and are always coming 
and going. 


Lou will pleaſe favour me with your commands, reſpecting the time 
you would wiſh to have Lieutenant Colonel Elphinſton's detachment 
farther victualled up to.

\ HAVE had the honour to receive both your Letters this evening, . 
dated 25th inſtant. I laſt night wrote you a particular account of 
my arrival here, and having detached Lieutenant Colonel Elphinſton,

to take poſſeſſion of Permacoil, according to your inſtructions, he 
marched from hence about ten o'clock at night, and, as the diſtance 
does not exceed 7hirteen miles, I am rather ſurpriſed at not yet having 
| Heard from him, but which I attribute to his not wiſhing to riſk the 
Harkarrahs by day-light, as there are Lootie Horſe in the neighbour- 
hood; every thing, however, has been perfectly quiet, ſo there is not 
the leaſt chance of any accident having happened. If I learn any 
thing from that quarter, during the courſe of the night, I ſhall in- 
ſtantly forward it to you. In obedience to the .orders contained in 
your Letter, I ſend off to-morrow morning, by four o'clock, three 
tbonſand carriage bullocks, and about one hundred carts ; theſe are all 
that the different departments here, think it to be employed on the in- 
*tended ſervice ; they march with the eſcort you have ordered, and I 
ſhall write to Colonel Pearce, to have a detachment ready to receive 
them half-way. I have now ſeveral Sepoys out, to gain intelligence 
from the deſired quarters; what I have been able to make out, in ad- 
dition to my diſpatch of laſt night, 1s; © that the enemy are ſtill in ſome 
« force at Arnee, and that they are laying up proviſions there; that they 
« are in great conſternation, both at Pondicherry and Cuddalore ; that 
the party who were at Villenore, have only moved to a place on the 
< other ſide of the river, at no great diftance ;” and I am ſorry to add, 
that two or three people, who have come.in, agree in the ſtory of a 
ſalute having been fired at Arnee, about two days ſince, which was 
given out as a rejoicing, on account of a total defeat which Mathews 
had received from Tippoo, who was again in full poſſeſſion of the 
Biddenore Country. They likewiſe pretend to ſay, that the French 
intended to have attacked this poft, had not the reinforcement arrived. 
We are told of large bodies of Horſe being in the neighbourhood, but 
all that has yet appeared don't exceed a ſcore; they have cut two er 
three people, who have ſtraggled too far beyond the out-poſts; and

they, or others, are daily and nightly employed in burning up the 
country all round. I have formed a little ſcheme, for getting hold of 
ſome of them to-morrow morning, and, if I catch them ſo employed, 
they ſhall add to the conflagration.

This morning, by a report from 
Captain Hearſey, near one hundred and fifty bullocks died on the march 
from Madranticum to Atcherywauke ; and he adds, that his means of 
carriage are leſſened from fourteen to thirteen days. This is a moſt 
melancholy proſpect indeed ! and therefore, while they are yet alive, I 
am ſtudying, by all means poſſible, to advance the largeſt quantity of 
rice in my Power in tenable poſts, ſo as to be nearer our reach from

From Surgeon Major Davis to the Commander in Chief, &c. 


Camp, April 24, 1783. 

T1 AM this 70 av] (eight o lock) returned from viſiti ring all the fuck Europeans of the Army, 
and I beg leave to repreſent, that, in twenty years ſervice, I never ſaw more ſevere ſymptoms 
than have appeared from the march yeſterday. The bed of the river, joined to near four miles 
march on this fide of it, threw upwards of ſeventy Europeans out of the line, fix of whom 
died in the evening, with every ſymptom of being ſun-flruck, viz. four of the 101} regiment, 
one of the 73d, and one of the Hanoverians. The 101ft have eighteen men to ſend into 
Chingleput ; the 73d have five ; and the 78th muſt ſend in eight ; no ſoldier from the Hano- 
verians, but one Officer ; ſo that the number of ſick, from yeſterday's march alone, that abſulutely 
require to be ſent to the hoſpital, amounts to thirty-two. If every man that has a flight complaint 
was to be ſent in, that number would be more than doubled; but I am of opinion, there are no 
more, than I have already nominated, to be ſent in, that certainly require it.

IN reply to your orders this morning, I am to report, that the flate of the fick of the firſt 
Brigade, and indeed of the European ſeldiery in general, is fuch as to render another halting 
day abſolutely neceſſary, in order to enable them to move on, without the greateſt difficulties.

I have a particular return of the caſes in the hoſpital here; the num- 
ber of Europeans exceeds one hundred and twenty, but they are, by diet and 
reſt, getting better, and I hope to be able to take off one half with me. 


I incloſe thelaſt Letter received from Vellore. I beg leave to recommend 
the repairing of the Chittebury Tank, before the rains come on, and 
have deſired Captain Cuppage, to correſpond directly with your Lord- 
ſhip, &cc. on that and other ſubjects. I have deſired him to forward 
the ſheep and cattle to Tripaſore, and from thence they may, with ſafety, 
reach Chingleput, for the uſe of the Army. 

The two hundred Sepoys are arrived from Tripafore ; but no Euro- 


pean Officer, neither non-commiſſioned Officers, proportioned to the num- 
bers. The Adjutant General has written to Captain Vigors upon it.

Agreeably to your commands, I * 1 the ſpirit, now ſerving out to the Europeans in 
Camp, and find it an exceeding fiery and unwholeſome liquor, taken as the ſoldier uſes it, viz. 
raw and undiluted. The exceſſive dryneſs this occaſions in the fauces, drives the poor ſoldier to 
every puddle of water that comes in his way, or, what amounts to the ſame thing, to drink of 
every Puckalee-bag that preſents itſelf ; it is thus he falls a victim to his drought, which in fact is 
unguenchable; from thence ariſe thoſe ſymptoms, that too ſtrongly denote the injury received, and, 
in proportion thereto, thoſe ſpaſms take place, that either put an end to his exiſtence, or leave 
him totally debilitated for a time. Thoſe that recover in a few hours, are generally attacked 


again, upon the leaſt violent motion; ſo that reſt, and a ſhelter from the ſun, ſeems abfolutch 
neceſſary for their recovery, 


Thus it happens, to ſoldiers who commence a alt at this ſeaſon of the year, which is 
always more or leſs fatal, in proportion to the violence or maderation of the weather, the length 
of the marches, and the purity of the ſpirit the ſoldier receives as a cordial, And, from theſe 
conſiderations, it is exceedingly to be lamented, that they are ſa averſe ta diluting their drams 
ith water. |

greateſt concern, to know of the General's Toipoſiion' but not being 
certain to what degree, or whether he is in the ſtate to attend to public 
buſineſs, J am therefore totally at a loſs how to proceed, in many caſes, 
concerning- His Majeſty's Troops, which, in my opinion, depend upon 
his orders ſolely.

them ; the reſt of their force at Cuddalore, with one thouſand horſe, 

and one thouſand foot, belonging to Tippoo Saib. The detachment at 

Villenore had orders to retire to Cuddalore, but the night before theſe 

t them, they received orders to remain. A party of Cavalry, 

which I ſent out to reconnoitre at day-break this morning, are returned, 

and have ſeen no enemy. All the cattle are drove off from the neigh- 

| bourhood of this place. The two men, who came in this morning from 
| Cuddalore, are the two be/t of Captain Pringle's men I had with me.

&« for anſiver, that he would be with him within 15 or 20 days. Mr. Buſſy finding that Tippas 
&« Sahib was not returning, ſent a French Gentleman to him to requeſt his ſpeedy return. Tip- 
& 500 Sahib told him, that Mr. Vernet, at the Nizam's Court, had, in conſequence of inſtruc- 
&« trons from Mr. Buſſy, wrote Letters to Moodagee Booſla, and other Mharatita Sardars, 
ie without acquainting him of it, and firſt obtaining his conſent. The French Agent communicated 
4 the ſame to Mr. Buſſy, who wrote Tippoo Sabib the following Letter: 


ce In conſequence of a Letter Hyder Ally Cawn wrote to the French King, e the af- 
« ffance of a large body of French troops, the French King, judging that Hyder Ally Cawn 
cc qwas 4 good Sardar, and had conguered many countries, diſpatched Mr. Duchemin with a 
cc party of troops in advance, and then ſent me with a flrong force, Sc. I arrived at the Mau- 
c ritins, with an intention of proceeding immediately to the coaft ; in the mean time I received or- 
&« ders from France, to remain at the Mauritius until the arrival there of more troops. At this 
c time I wrote Letters to the Mharattas, requeſting them not to make peace with the Engliſh, 
« and ſent a meſſage to Moodagee Booſla, a friend of mine, telling him, that I would fail with 
« all my troops to Balaſore, and requeſting him to aſſiſt me with a party of troops to cover my 
ce landings and in conjunction with him, would conquer all the forts belonging to the Engliſh.” 
* This is all I wrote to him. By the afſiſiance of Heyder Ally Cawn, the French arrived 
« on this coat. It was my intention to take Madras with his aſſiſtance, and afterwards con- 
<« quer all the Bengal countries, by which I fhould have gained a great name, and rendered 
« Hyder Ally Cawn efential ſervice, who, if alive, would underfland my reaſons for ſo acting; 
« as you ſhall alſo 1 in a ſhort time. 
« The reaſon for remaining fo long at the Mauritius, was on account of the reinforcements I 
« expected ; but on receiving repeated Letters from Mr. Suffrein, requeſting me to come without 
« loſs of time, I immediately ſailed, and arrived at Trincomalee, where having heard of your 


„ being gone to your own country, I judged it proper to leave three-fourths of my forces and flores 
« there, and arrived at Cuddalore with the other fourth part.

Theſe I look for, in the courſe of this day and to-morrow, and the Army will 
march the 16th, with the left, 7 miles from Conjimeer. But I ſhall ſend a 
force to the beach on a different road that day, with a Letter to you. 


So ſoon as the landing is covered, I could wiſh you will pleaſe to order the 
troops and money to be fr/t put on ſhore, with the tents and baggage.

In going through Pondicherry, you will ads fack PHI BARE as to range- 
through what is called the town, and betwixt that and the upper bound-hedge, 
without ſuffering your people to enter houſes, or to offer inſult to any of 
the inhabitants. Our Bazar-people, or whoever chuſes to buy, are to pay for 
what articles. they want; and if any body ſent from the Chief Engineer or 
Quarter-maſter General, want things in their line, they are to pay for them; 
or grant receipts accountable for the value. In ſhort, this move on your 
part is to be conſidered for forage and cattle, and to diſcover any conſider- 
able quantity of grain or other articles wanted for our uſe, ſo as we may 
afterwards ſend for them: but the houſes are not to be broke open or. 
plundered. 


The Army will certainly march very early in the morning of the 28th, 
and encamp with our left to Villenore, occupying that poſt, and with our 
rear to the ſea.

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The march of this day has been from neceſſity long, and from the 
heat of the weather conſequently fatiguing. We moved from the laſt 
ground preciſely at Four A. M. and the rear-guard did not come up till 
half paſt One P. M. we ſaw an encampment in front about five miles 
ſouth of Villenore Pagoda ; I ordered the advanced guard to get round 
the Pagoda, and we took ſome topaſſes and a huſlar ;—the encamp- 
ment was on the other ſide of the Gingee river, and conſiſted of 300 
European infantry, two guns, and 20 artillery men, 60 huſſars, the 
reſt topaſſes and ſepoys; the whole 1400, ſtrongly poſted. —They de- 
camped, and I did not think it proper to purſue them with the advanced 
guard beyond the river; two vedettes of the huſſars mounted, gave 
themſelves up to us in the march this _ and I have given them the 
value of their horſes and arms. 5 8 


The Chief Engineer is now employed in making a fenable poft of 

the Villenore Pagoda, to hold the rice which we cannot carry in our 

& next move forwards; for to this expedient am I drove by our ** 
means of rice carriage being reduced to nine days. 


There has nothing happened to me in this reſpect, that I did not 
foreſee long before I was required to name a day, or rather a day 
fixed for the movement of this Army from the Preſidency ; and fore- 

' ſeeing it, 1 have, to the beſt of my judgment, provided for the emer- 

gency. The progreſs, in conſequence, is not ſo quick as theory might 

t ſuppoſe; but, in practice, I anſwer 2 its being as ey as is ts conf ent 
with the public ſervice. 


At the hour the Army moved to this ground, I ordered Captain 
Muirhead, with one. regiment of cavalry and two battalions of ſepoys, 
to move along the coaſt to Pondicherry, with particular inſtru 
in writing, © to protect the perſons of the inhabitants and their houſes, 
but to bring away all the forage and cattle, and to ſay to the Chief of 
the Police there, that if this detachment was diſturbed by Morf. de 
_ < Bufſy from Cuddalore, their town ſhould ſuffer for it.“ A ſhall keep 
a 
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the two battalions there, while I am on this ground: The regiment 
of cavalry will drive the cattle to Camp this night. To-morrow the 
Army halts—next day, I ſend for the rice left in the poſt at Killenore, 
and if the cattle can proceed, I move the day following; but I believe 
no man in this Army knows in particular in what direfion I am to move. 
Your Lordſhip, Oc. will, I truſt, have reaſon to be ſatisfied, from the 


event, that zniverſal ſecrecy was eſſentially neceſſary upon this oc- 
caſion.

BE ſo good as inform the General that I have in the moſt poſitive man- 
ner acquainted the European inhabitants of what the General deſired. I 1 

cannot find at preſent that there is any manager of the police: Mr. Hugon 
was formerly ; but none of them will acknowledge to have any thing to ſay 
to it now. I cannot find out any Europeans belonging to the French here in 
the military way, except one ſick officer that was taken in the Dutch ſhip 
off Cuddalore, now here on his parole, from Lord Macartney. I under- 
ſtand two or three ſhips were ſeen off here, about five days ago, which [I 
imagine were two Portugueze, and one Daniſh, that paſt us when at Conji- 
meer. The Bazar is open; every thing in it but rice. There is a good 


deal of ſtraw here. No bullocks, except about 20, ſo poor, hardly worth 
the ſending to camp. |

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The poſition of the encampment (at es which I took up 
en the firſt march from Villenore, after paſſing the bed of the Gingee 
River) was exactly betwixt the two high roads leading both with equal 
eaſe to Cuddalore; and the enemy, imagining I was to go on the road 
neareſt to the ſea, had, for many weeks paſt, made all their batteries 
and preparations on the ſouth bank of the Panar, on that ſide. The 
direction of the laſt march of the 2d inſtant, from Chingarcoil (S. W.) 

was not known to our own. Army till juſt before we marched off, and 
to the enemy about half paſt three A. M. at which time they ſhifted 
ground, ſeemingly in the greateſt confuſion; and, by my intelligence 
of this day, they are now encamped on ground betwixt the Panar and 
Godalum rivers. Alſo I hear that Seyd Sahib's baggage and Bazar are 
gone towards Trivalore; and he to follow to-morrow or next day, to 
keep on our ſkirts to the Weſt, and to prevent himſelf from being 
incloſed. 

Our encampment at preſent is nearly North and South, with the right 
to the Parar and the road, two miles on the other ſide, leading directly 
to the Chemundelum redoubt and New Town, and the enemy do not 
no know whether I am to take that road or not.

As the General 
knows the contents of all their cargoes, they are not particularized :

Camp, 'twixt Trimangoody and Villicberry ( Bandepollam 
Hills), Friday, June 6, 1783. 


18 Majeſty's birth-day (4th June) roſe auſpicious to us: I had that 
morning ſent Licutenant-Colonel Kelly on duty with the fourth bri- 
gade 
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gade to Villenore, to bring the rice left there, and to deſtroy what we 
had done towards making it a poſt. From the Pagoda he perceived 
eight or nine fail a- breaſt of Pondicherry Roads, and immediately, 
with great propriety, hoiſted the union calours of a battalion on the 
Pagoda, and ſent Captain Pater, with the regiment of cavalry, to Pon- 
dicherry, who drew them up on the beach, and fired his carbines and 
field-pieces, ſo as the Commodore (Haliday) clearly perceived all that 
was wanted; and a Letter paſſed from Captain Pater, to which Major 
General Bruce's Aid-de-Camp ſent anſwer, that Captain Haliday 
would inſtantly proceed to the ſouth of Cuddalore, and wait there till 
he heard from me; and that the San Carlos, Chacer, and Succeſs galley, 
and two paddy-boats, were with them, and the Ann and Amelia hourly 
expected. Much about the ſame time were ſeen from the Villenore 


Pagoda, about twenty-two ſhips, which, from their number, Lieutenant 


Colonel Kelly concluded to be our fleet; and ſoon after, the frigates of 
both exchanged meſſages, and the e ſtood to the ſouthward, | 

Whether ſome rice or ſtores were landed from the French ſhips, as 
we ſuppoſe (and as I believe), from the 31ſt ult. to the 2d or zd inſt. 
is nothing now in my conſideration: My mind is entirely at eaſe, and 
I can venture to aſſure your Lordſhip, 6c. that there is every reaſon to 
look for ſucceſs to the preſent moſt important enterprize, not doubting 
of our being able quickly to land every thing which your Lordſhip, &c. have 
been pleaſed to ſend us by the flore-ſhips, and. which ſhall be my firſt 
immediate care.

advices I have received from the Right Honourable Preſident. I have

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There are always five and ſometimes ſix days from the date to the 
receipt from Madras, though private people have their Letters in three 
or four days. I ſhall do myſelf the honour of anſwering every letter 
not hitherto: mentioned, the firſt moment I can ſpare from more preſſing 
buſineſs; and the important one of to-morrow will be, the fixing a 
proper ſeat of encampment, covered from mult, and convenient for rw 
and Protein the Aorer, Sc.

From Major General Sr ART to the Select Committee. 


Camp S. of Cuddalore, June 8, 1783. 

HE people I had ſent to the Beach, in expectation of a boat, returned 

this morning, at nine, without effect. In an hour after, two Cata- 
maran-men came aſhore, from Major General Bruce, with a note to ſay 
that he waited my orders. I diſpatched them immediately; and, hav- 
ing found a ford three miles in our rear, I made the ſignal there for the 
boats to land ; and, about five in the afternoon, General Bruce, with 
Lieutenant Colonel Wangenheim, and the whole of the detachment 
of his Majeſty's 15th and 16th Hanoverians were landed, and were 


conducted to camp immediately. Their camp-equipage, unfortunately, 
lies moſtly under the rice; and J fear they will de deprived of chat 
cover for a day or two. 


There was a difficulty made about landing the money until the 
freight was paid, which Mr. Welch ſaid was not cuſtomary: how- 
ever I hope to have accommodated the matter, by ſending Mr. Welch's 
receipt for the 100,000 pagodas, and making myſelf anſwerable for 
whatever freight your Lordſhip &c. had engaged to pay; and thus 


we hope to touch the money to-morrow. 


I have a letter from the Admiral, ow of Porto- novo, dated the 6th, 
where he mentions having had intelligence, off Ceylon, that the Argo- 
nau, Cleopatra, and Coventry frigates, had been detached to Cuddalore.

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mounted in them. Their loſs in Europeans killed and wounded, 
according to the priſoners report, being. 26. * officers and 600 men. We 
have alſo loſt many excellent officers and brave men. 


On the preceding day (the 12th) I called as a council of war the two 
officers next in command to me, Major General Bruce and Colonel 
Stuart: I acquainted them with the ſtate of our affairs in general, the 
Letters I had received from the Admiral, repreſenting the ſickly condi- 
tion of his men, and the ſtate of the water which might oblige him to 
return to Madras, alſo the approach of the French fleet ;. but, above all, 
the indefatigable induſtry viſible in the vaſt works they were making on. 
the high grounds, and. lines in communication with the poſt commonly 
ealled Brickmires, thus ſtretching along the ech, by which we muſt 
approach the place; and I requeſted: General Bruce and Colonel Stuart 
freely to ſpeak their mind: I had called the Chief Engineer, and the 
commanding officers of the Bengal and Coaſt artillery, as deliberative, 
deſiring to know, in their different departments, if they were in readi- 
neſs in ſo far as regarded materials for cloſing the redoubts, after we 
ſhould get poſſeſſion, and: to form a ſort of jir/f parallel, and as to guns,. 
with the ſufficient ſupply of ſtores for the-enterprize.. They agreed that 
every thing was in readineſs ; and we were unanimouſly of opinion, 
that there was not an hour to be loſt. in driving the French from all 
their out-poſts into Cuddalore, or under the guns. 


I immediately preſented: the plan I meant to follow in effecting our 
purpoſe, a copy of which I have the honour of incloſing f. It was in: 
general moſt exactly followed. Lieutenant Colonel Kelly, in the preciſe 
moment agreed upon, got poſſeſſion of the poſts of the-enemy on the 
Bandepollam hills with their guns; and. Lieutenant Colonel Cathcart,

at the head of the grenadiers, ſupported by Colonel Stuart commetiding 
the advanced piquets on the left, conſiſting of the remains of the 73d 
regiment under Captain Lamont and two battalions of Sepoya, made a 
movement to turn the enemy's right flank. 


In advancing they ſuſtained ſuch a heavy fire*, and the ground ſo diffi- 
cult, that with great judgment Colonel Stuart covered his people until 
ke could better reconnoitre,, and ſome further diſpoſition could be taken 
to approach the enemy from different quarters nearly about the ſame- 
time. He ſent me a report of his ſituation; and F gave orders in con- 
fequence to the reer ve under Colonel Gordon to make a movement in- 
advance to their left, and to Major General Bruce to march from the 
right in the direction of the redoubt, if the ground would admit of it. 
The General had very properly poſted: Lieutenant Colonel Edmondſon 
upon the ſand hills near the ſea, to ſupport the "pa braſs eighteens, and 

prevent our being flanked on that fide. 


Upon further information that the redoubt, which principally pes 
the grenadiers, was to be got at, in the rear; orders were given for the 
grenadiers, the reſerve, and the right under General Bruce to cloſe 
upon the enemy with their muſketry, leaving their guns under cover; 
and I deſired the commanding officer of artillery to fire three guns as a 
fignal, and to continue a heavy fire for ſive minutes on the enemy's 
redoubt, in the front, oppoſite to Colonel Stuart and the grenadiers, 
whilſt the reſerve under Colonel: Gordon was moving on: upon our fire 
_ ceaſing, the attack on all ſides to begin. 


The reſerve, which conſiſted chiefly of the remains of his Majeſty's 
roiſt, and of the detachment from the 15th and x6th Hanoverians,. 
with five companies of Captain Muirhead's battalion of Sepoys, ad- 
vanced in the beſt order imaginable, under the heavieſt fire of muſketry, 
round and grape, from the enemy, that I ever beheld.

The company of grenadiers of his Majeſty's x01ſt and the officers of 
that corps, and the officers and Sepoys of the 2oth Carnatic battalion, 
ſhewed the greateſt ſpirit and ſteadineſs ; . and, if the other men of the 
_ loſt had ſeconded the efforts of their officers and their grenadiers and 
light-infantry, there is not a doubt but the buſineſs would have been 
over at once; .but they did not, and our people on that attack were

both for the above reaſon, and becauſe from my knowledge of the 
French, I was ſure that after a-night's reflection of what had paſſed, they 
would not try a ſecond day out of the fort: It happened fo, for they 
abandoned in the courſe of the night all their remaining out-poſts, and 
drew off their guns, excepting three, which we brought into the Redoubt. 


The incloſed return * will ſhew to your Lordſhip, &c. the guns we 
have taken from the enemy; two of them are upon the hill, and two 
in the redoubt ready to open againſt their former maſters. I ſhall, in a 
ſeparate Letter, ſo ſoon as I know it with preciſion, acquaint your 
Lordſhip, &c. of the loſs on our fide.

It is with infinite regret that I mention the loſs of Captain Douglas 
{of the Honourable Company's troops), Deputy Adjutant General, as 
an officer, and as a member of ſociety ; and the ſame of Lieutenant 
Peter Campbell in the Company's ſervice, my firſt Aid-de-camp ;— 
Major Varennius fell haranguing his men advaticing to the redoubt. 
The Hon. Captain Lindſay, commanding the grenadiers of the 
73d, was -wounded and taken priſoner, refuſing to fuffer his own 
people to remain behind with him. In a word, nothing I believe in 
hiſtory ever exceeded the heroiſm and coolneſs of this Army in ge- 


neral, vijſible to every one; for it laſted from four in the morning ts 


two in the afternoon. 


Thinking it my duty to give the earlieſt information to the Admiral, 


J ſent him a Letter, of which the incloſed is a copy *. I have received 
his anſwer f, by which I think we may look for his ſteady ſupport 
until the ſervice is over; eſpecially as we can now, by the aſſiſtance of 


a battalion from Tanjore, at Porto-Novo and Chillumbrum, give him 


every aſſiſtance both in proviſions and water, which he may need. —1 
.encloſe to your Lordſhip a Letter wrote to Mr. Sulivan ꝓ on that and 
other ſubjects. 


The Admiral, with the whole fleet, is at anchor near our rice ſhips; 


and, by our laſt accounts, Monſ. Suffrein was ſeen by him to the ſouth- 


-ward with fifteen ſhips of the line and two frigates. 


I have written to Major General Burgoyne to give orders (with the 
previous information to Government) that 200 Hanoverians, and all 
the recovered men and recruits belonging to his Majeſty's troops, now 
at or near the Preſidency, be ſent with the utmoſt diſpatch to us by 
fea, and I beg leave to recommend to order the ſame, regarding the 
recruits and recovered men of the Company's Europeans.

ABOUT two hours ago I had the honour to receive your Letter of 
the 10th inflant, dated from Averacouchy, conſiſting of ſixteen 
full pages, which you may eaſily ſuppoſe I have not time to anſwer 
particularly, as I obſerve in general that it ſeems to be a diſcuſſion, 
expreſſed in terms which is not, in my line of command, needed to be 
here noticed. 


What Iam chiefly 8 at, is to find that you, with the force under 
your command, will be at Trichinopoly as this day. 


It has ſo happened that the returns of the ſtrength of corps and gar- 
niſons ſouth of the Coleroon have not, for many months paſt, been regu- 
larly tranſmitted to me. I am, in fact, almoſt entirely in the dark on 
this point, at this inſtant, and can only repeat to you what I ſaid in a 
former Letter, That the important provinces and garriſons to the 
e ſouthward ought to be left in a good ſtate of defence ;” by zwhich 7 

mean that the number of the troops, the quantity of military flores and 
| proviſions, and the charafter and abilities of the officers commanding are ta 
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be particularly attended to, beſides kaving a force to ſupport the collections 


in the country. 


In ſo far as I obſerve the points of your Letter, regarding the diſpo- 


ſition you have already made, it ſeems to me highly proper. What 
remains, is to do the ſame by Tarjore and Trichinopoly : let them 
have garriſons, with a proportion of Europeans, ſtores, and proviſions, 
ſuited to their great importance; ; and this I leave to your judgment. 
I deſire that the battering train, and the ſtores belonging, be diſtributed 
to thoſe twwo places, according to their wants; being in hopes, in a few 
days time, to land here a ſufficiency for every operation where cannon 
of that ſort are needed. 

I acquainted Mr. ]. Sulivan, the other day *, of our having taken 
poſſeſſion of Chillumbrum ; and I mentioned the neceſſity for five com- 
panies at leaſt being ſent there. I am now to deſire you will ſend, 
with all expedition, a complete battalion to that place, being all that 


will be needed from the Tanjore country. I ſhall give further orders to 


the ſenior officer, after they come to Chillumbrum. 


What remains of the force lately under your command will conſe- 
quently move, with their light guns, towards me ; and I wiſh them to 


move immediately, and to take the route of Warrior-pollam and Palam- 
cottah, leaving with the Warrior-pollam man, a certain force to ſecure 
him from inſult from an enemy, and to keep him ſteady. 


I am informed that there are ſome armed Peons belonging to the 


enemy at Palamcattah ; and it may be neceſſary to uſe force to reduce 
that place. 

Securing in this way the connection and communication by Chillumbrum, 
end the other two places, Palamcottah, and Porto-novo, to the ſouthern 


countries, we ſhall ever have it in our power to diſtreſs the French, were

AM deſired by the Commander in Chief to acquaint you, that on 

the appearance of the French fleet drawing towards Cuddalore 
roads, our proviſion and ſtore ſhips, and, as he ſuppoſes, your country. 
veſſels through fear, with whatever they had on account of the Com- 
pany, quitted their ſtation, and went, he does not know where !—This 
he defires me to mention to you as an additional reaſon to ſend more 
country veſſels with rice and horſe gram for the uſe of the Army.— 
You know that 7000 bags of gram at leaft are wanted. Lou was deſired 
to ſend 40 leaguers of arrack in addition to what is already here. Not 
knowing what may happen, you are deſired to ſend 20 more, being in 
the whole 60. 


The enemies fleet have been (by a l ity /) in Cuddalore roads ;— — 
they are now ſtanding out, and the General will not allow himſelf to 
ſuppoſe, that they can remain maſters at ſea, eſpecially as our Admiral 
now appears in the offing. 


The chief engineer is very much in want of materials for good ga- 
bions, you will therefore ſend at any rate the proper materials of young 
bamboos with the utmoſt expedition, according to Colonel Roſs's Let- 
ter now incloſed. The Colonel ſays, that inſtead of two bales of blue 
cloth, which you have ſent and delivered, twenty will be wanted, you 
will therefore ſend eighteen more. 


The General acquainted you, in conſequence of your repreſenting to 
him the preſſing neceſſity of your having ready money to a certain pro- 
portion, to pay in advance to the merchants for what was ſent to the 
Army : that he ſappgſed 8000 Pagodas might be ſent you.

AVING ſent in quadruplicate my orders to you to proceed towards, 
us with all expedition, crofling the rivers at Trichinopoly, and 
by the route of Warrior-pollam and Pallamcottah, I conclude, as a 
certainty, that you muſt have received my Letters to that effect, and. 


that. 
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that you have done every thing towards placing ſufficient garriſons, 
with a proportion of Europeans, together with the battering artillery 
and ſtores at Trichinopoly and Tanjore, according to their wants. 


I am now to inform you, that if you move expeditiouſly with your 
light guns, you will moſt probably fall in with the principal Aumildars 
employed to the ſouthward by Tippoo, with all their money, cattle, and 
plunder. I am informed that they are now at Verdachelum, which has 
been made a ſort of poſt of. There are 6 or 700 of their horſe, and a 
raſſala or foot battalion, and vaſt quantities of cattle : they have 5 or 6 
guns in the poſt. Pallamcottah is abandoned, though very tenable. 


I have defired Lieutenant Brickmire, from Chillumbrum, to ſend 
you every intelligence ; and you will communicate with him on every 
occaſion. 


The enemy find themſelves pinched by their abandoning Chillumbrum 
ſo ſuddenly ; and I am uneaſy until I hear that a battalion has been 
ſent there. It is now ſix days ſince I have wrote of it to Mr. Sulivan, 
to ſettle the matter with the officer commanding in the Tanjore country, 


not knowing myſelf where it could be drawn from. I conclude you 


will bring with you proper guides, who know the country through 


which you are to paſs; it is moſtly a covered country, where horſe 
cannot eaſily act againſt you, ; 


I know nothing certain of Tippoo Sahib's movements, only that 
every information agrees that his intentions were (as it may be they 
{till are) to fall upon you ſo ſoon as his force could be collected for the 
purpoſe; but I conclude, if you have reached Trichinopoly on the 
16th, you will march the 19th, and that no enemy will be in force 
ſufficient to prevent your proſecuting the march : on the contrary, as 
already obſerved, you will have the beſt poſſible opportunity to beat up 
the enemy's quarters, who do not expect you at Verdachelum.

duced, argues upon the whole, as I am free to ſay, a total want of that proper local and 
practical knowledge which ought ever to guide State councils, but more particularly the 
executive military operations in the Eaſt Indies, where, from repeated experience, it has 
been found, that weak, no leſs than improvident raſh meaſures in the outet, are pecu- 
liarly attended with /a//zxg ruinous conſequences in every point of view to the State, and 
to the Eaſt India Company. 

I have in the preceding Remarks made mention of Lieutenant Colonel Campbell, who 
ſo ably commanded and defended Mangalore. — I ſhall here for the preſent ſelect the 


following Extracts from the Letters of that intelligent officer (whoſe death is a public 


loſs), with the view chiefly of ſhewing his real ſituation at the time (May 19), and 
with what diffidence he ſpeaks of the mode of conveying the ſuccours needed; which ſuc- 
cours by fea arrived ſeaſonably at Mangalore, both from Bombay and Madras; and 
might, as | really believe, have operated to have obtained from Tippoo Sahib the moſt 
valuable conceſſions on that coaſt, if their powers of action had not been defeated by the 
contents of the very remarkable conjunct circular Letters from the deputies of the Madras 
Government (Meſſrs.

Clarke and I will be obliged to retire to the boats in theſe roads, with the view of retreating to 
Tranguebar ; ; which retreat, perhaps, may be cut off by one of M. Suffrein's frigates, that are 
generally cruizing to the northward. My being obliged to quit this, will be attended with the wor/? 
of conſequences, as the ſupplies I am providing for the Army will be at a ftand, and the Chel- 
lingas and Catamarans I have collected here for the fleet burnt ; likewiſe all the veſſels and their 
owners, that I have, with rnfinite pains, prevailed on to come here, and to Nagore, will proceed 
to Tranquebar, finding there is no protection for them at Nagore or here; and when once they 
arrive there, no paddy, rice, or grain can be exported from thence.

I have, ſince that, received a Letter from 
Colonel Fullarton, dated 17th, from Trichinopoly Plain; he could not ten 
have received my Note * of the 16th ; but, in all probability would the 
19th, pointing out the route he was to follow. This day I ſaw part of a 
Letter, where, in general it is mentioned that Colonel Fullarton had march- 
ed the 22d, nobody knew exaQly where; and this is all that I know. 
At a meeting in my tent, called together yeſterday, compoſed of the

This is known from the circumſtance of a French 
merchant here, who had ſhipped off ſome bale goods yeſterday forenoon for Trincomalee, and this 
morning ordered them to be relanded ; and, on being aſted the reaſon, he anſwered, it was not 
neceſſary his ſending goods there, as all the tranſports and merchants veſſels there were ordered to 
proceed immediately to Cuddalore ; and that M. Suffrein ſent an aſſurance to the merchants that 
he would be anſwerable they would not be intercepted by the Engliſh fleet. 
From this ' circumſtance of Mr. Le Belle having in a great hurry ſold his cargo of provi- 
ions that he had brought from the Mauritius for the uſe of the French fleet and army; and he and 
all the French being buſy in purchaſing piece goods for the Mauritius market, alſo as a great 
deal of goods belonging to the French is hourly expected here from Pondicherry and Cuddalore, I 
ſhould ſuppoſe Mr. Buſſy has ſome notion of leaving Cuddalore immediately on the arrival of the 
tranſports from Trincomalee. 


The Cleopatra French frigate that left Cuddalore yeſterday forenoon, flopped and landed can. 
tain Ludlam, afterwards ſailed for Cuddalore. Captain Ludlam confirms the account given 


yeſterday of the two fleets, with this difference, that Sir Edward ſteered to the North- Eaſt imme 


diately on M. Suffrein hearing down on our fleet. — He was on board M. Suffrein, who behav- 
ed very polite, and ſent the Cleopatra up, on purpoſe to land him here. — He ſays that M. Suffrein 
#5 of opinion Sir Edward Hughes is gone to Madras; 3 and that the cauſe of Sir Edward declin- 


ing the combat, is owing to ſome ſeamen that he imagines he ſent aſhore to aſſiſt the Army: That 


M. Suffrein has accounts of a ſhip coming from Madras with troops for our Army, has therefore 
a frigate leaking out for her, and a line-of-batile ſhip and two frigates at anchor to the fouthe 
ward betwixt Porto- novo and Cuddalore. | :

Tranquebar, June 24. (Received June 28, 1783.) 
 BOUT ten this forenoon Mr. Mackintoſh brought me a packet, con- 
taining your Letters of the 21ſt and 22d, and judging that the delay 
of Colonel Fullarton became too ſerious, J made extracts of your laſt 
Letters, regarding your expectations when he would march from Trichi- 
nopoly, and your not being able to ſpare an eſcort for the money to me; 
alſo of the French Fleet getting into Cuddalore and landing what they 
pleaſed, and Extras of Mr. Cloſe's official Letter of the 18th, and copy 
of Mr. Brickmire's Letter of the 2oth, informing me that the horſe were 
all about Chillumbrum, plundering the country. Every thing proper I wrote 
out, and ſent off by an Expreſs 'Tapal to Col. Fullarton, under the plea that I 
laſt night ſaw a Letter from his ſecretary Mr. Patterſon, dated Trichino- 
poly the 21ſt, ſaying that he (Colonel Fullarton) waited for the orders of 
the Commander in Chief; therefore I ſent him thoſe extracts for his informa- 
tion. I ſent this Letter open for the peruſal of Mr. Sulivan; and requeſted 
him to forward it immediately. This I judged the beſt mode of ſhewing 
Mr. S. that you require a reinforcement, inſtead of being in a ftate of detaching 
i @ny to the Southern Army. A copy ſhall be ſent you. The Tapal from 
Tanjore is arrived; but no Letter from Colonel Fullarton, acknowledging 

the receipt of my Letter of the 19th, which he muſt have received the 2oth, 
in the evening; for, in conſequence of which, he muſt have ordered the gth 
battalion of Sepoys, with two. guns, to. Devicottah, with. the cattle : neither 
have I any acknowledgment of my Letter of the 21ſt from hence, which 

certainly reached Trichinopoly the 22d, at night. 

I ſaw another Letter from „dated Tanjore, the 23d, ſay- 
ing that Letters are arrived from the Government of Madras, diſapproving. 


much of your having reealled the Southern Army; alſo blaming your having 
been 
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fo ditatory ; and ordering the Southern Army to be reafſembled again, and 
to proceed and conquer Tippoo's country; and that the gth battalion, after 
having eſcorted the cattle to Devicottah, was to return and join the Southern 
Army. Mr. „ who dined with me to-day, ſays, that Mr. M. 
the French reſident, told him, © that you was going on ſlow, but with great 
« certainty : however, if you was much longer about it, ſome troops from 
« Hyder's country would oblige you to raiſe the ſiege.” This is partly an 
acknowledgment of his having received a Letter from the camp that was 
marching towards Daraporam. In ſhort, the converſation has been, for theſe 
fome days paſt, that the Southern Army was to march back ; 'but I hope 
not. I loſe no time in ſending you this news by Tapal to Chillumbrum, 

All the ſupplies of rice and gram I can poſſibly procure ſhall be ſent; and 
I beg that you will take the earlieſt opportunity to ſend the money here, 
under charge of Golar Peons. 

I have juſt now been able to borrow from one of the faftors here 
5000 P. N. Pagodas, to be repaid. out of the firſt caſh that comes from 
camp; ſo that, with 1320 I have borrowed at Tanjore, the buſineſs will go 
on well yet. I find the Manar ſhip is not failed yet; but will to-morrow 
morning at five o'clock. Duplicate of this goes by her. To-morrow: 
night will fail about 700- bales of rice and gram from theſe roads.

M. Suffrein is exactly in the ſame poſition as yeſterday, only that he 
has called in his frigates from off Porto-novo.—The enemy are buſy at 
work, and I can only attempt to prevent it by our light guns in ricochet, 
which have a temporary effect during the day.—Several Letters have 
paſſed between Morn/. Buſſy and me on what regards the priſoners in 
our power. have not ſent him the copy of your Letter concerning 
the exchange of priſoners, becauſe, on many accounts, I do not think 
this is the preciſe time to have any ſuch farlt with him.

Soon after ſhe came to an anchor, M. Suffrein called in the 
Fendant and Coventry, ſtationed near our late landing-place ; and, by 
my report, no guns have been fired from the fort this day: however, 
as I have had no intimation of the ſort from Monſ. de Buſſy, to this 
effect, I have taken meaſures and given orders as if I believed it to be a 
Feinte on the part of the enemy, ne thereby to put us off our 
guard. : 
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Several of our Bengal Laſcars have ſwam aſhore from the French 
Fleet, who all agree that Sir Edward Hughes went to Madras after the 
23d : for my own part I have not the ſmalleſt intimation or knowledge 
concerning our Fleet, excepting what Lieutenant Dawes writes. 
The public and private followers of this Army are likely to be in a

FP REMARKS. 


I believe no intelligent perſon, not even among Dutchmen, ever yet doubted the ex- 
treme bad policy of fettering military operations by field deputies from Government; 
but how much more abſurd and ruinous the ſyſtem of reference to a ſedentary civil power 

or board locally diſtin, ſuch as dictated by the following Letter from Lord Macartney, &c.

felves ſhould have defeated well-laid plans to extricate our country from ſuch ſurrounding | 

dangers and difficulties ! | 
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It is the counteraction of Lord Macartney and S. C. in the campaign againſt the F rench 
at Cuddalore, which I have EO in my eye by the preceding Remarks.

I confeſs that I was not a little ſurpriſed to find an aſſertion of this nature in a public 
official Letter of Government, which, from fair conſtruction, infers, that I had aſked and 
obtained the powers to call upon the junction and co-operation of the force under Colonel 
Fullarton, ſolely with the view of the return of Tippoo into the Carnatic. Their words 
can mean nothing elſe ; becauſe the defence of the Southern Provinces was ſufficiently 
ſecured by the garriſons originally meant by me to be left, before they were drained by the 
General Orders of Colonel Fullarton of May 14th +, ifſaed without my knowledge, and contrary 
to my plan.

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Mr. SavpLEiR's arrival in Camp, from Cuddalore, 
July 2, 1783. 


N e one in the afternoon of this day, I had a report from the poſt, 

where the flags of truce from Cuddalore were allowed to come to, 
chat Mr. Sadleir, from Madras, was there; and ſhortly after he came to my 
tent, with a ſafeguard, and ſome French eſcort. 


In converſation, Mr. Sadleir told me the buſineſs he had been 3 
about at Cuddalore, and at the ſame time gave me a curſory reading of ſome 
of his papers; and ſaid, That he and Mr. Staunton, in conſequence of powers 
from the Select Committee, had ſettled the buſineſs with M. Buß, for 
a ceſſation of hoſtilities: he then gave me the Letter from the Select Com- 
mittee, of June 27th (Ne 1) recalling me to the Preſidency. I aſked 
Mr. Sadleir to allow me a copy of his inſtructions and powers, and to put 
in writing what he had ſaid concerning his having ſettled with M. Buffy, for 
the mutual ceſſation of hoſtilities ; and, on his declining it, I deſired two 
gentlemen of my family to be preſent, and requeſted him to repeat what he 


1 


had before ſaid; which he did. 


Some converſation paſſed, ſtrongly expreſſive of what I felt! and 
upon his acquainting me that Major General Bruce was to command the 


Company's Field Army in my place, I told him (in ſubſtance), that Major 


General Bruce could regularly accept of no ſuch command from the Govern- 
ment of Madras without my permiſſion. We then ſeparated, upon my ſaying 
that I ſhould ſend my Anſwer to the Sele& Committee : he went afterwards, 
as I was informed, to Major General Bruce's tent.

Mr. Sadleir dined with me. I offered to him my Letter to the Select 
Committee of July 2d (No 5); and, upon his declining to receive it, I 


gave the ſame in charge of Mr. Waſey, who accompanied him. In the 


evening I ſent an eſcort with him to Cuddalore ; and, from the ſame motives 
that led me to iſſue the General After-Orders, I ſent a copy of them to 
Moi. Buſſy, at the ſame time that I paid him (Mr. B.) the compliment to 
give leave to Monſ. de Damas to return upon his parole to Cudda- 


lore, accompanied by Lieutenant Colonel Cathcart, and Lieutenant 
Beatſon. 


Next morning early, I ſent the Letter of that date, July 3d (N* 6), to 
M. Buſſy; and I iſſued the General Orders to the Army of that day (Ne 7), 
and had a meeting of all the King's and Company's Field Officers in my tent, 
to explain the reaſons of my conduct, and to recommend to them harmony 


and good-humour, and the obligation from duty, to obey the * 
Government, in whatever manner they might appear. 


The following are copies of the papers above-mentioned, and in their order, 
to the beſt of my recollection.

pett.— In unn of the difficulties I had to encounter, which rendered it impoſſible for me to 
get the guns and troops acroſs the Cavery and Nulla in Seringham till the 27th at night, or ra- 
ther 28th in the morning, Þ called a council of five officers, Colonel Forbes and Major Bruce in- 
cluded ; and, after examining the reports of the Departments, and the flate of the Coleroon, 
with the ſhameful deficiency of boats, it was the opinion of theſe. officers delivered to me in writ- 
ing, that if the rivers remained at the then depth of water, the Army could not poſſi bly encamp 
on the high grounds at Monſarpett ſooner than the 7th inſtant; fortunately the rivers fell, and 

allowed us to paſs on the 3oth, one part having croſſed on the 29th. 


But ſuch is the want of means to. beat rice, and when beat, to carry it acroſs the river and 
Nuilas, that we are detained here this day to complete our flock to twelve days, which is the 
leaft poſſible quantity with which we can continue to march, and the Sepoys carry it on their 

backs ; for I find we have little chance of any on our route, and I under/land there is not an 
overplus of grain with the grand Army. 


Tou will perhaps think, that from the time we have been at Trichinopoly, we might have had 
a quantity of rice ready beat and lodged on the bank of the Coleroon; but this, T aſſure you, was 
impracticable, notwith/landing all the efforts that I made, in which I had every ſupport from the

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ought, without delay, to be en to the ſouthward ; and this night 
G. B. ſhould write preſſingly on the ſubject. 


General Bruce will keep in mind, that the battering-train, mortars, 
and other military ſtores, over and above the marching complements 
with this Army, is unmoveable by any preſent means of carriage ; and 
therefore, until there are other veſſels to reſhip them, or that the 
public followers of the Army can be fed and ſupported, the ſingle 
conſideration of the artillery ſtores muſt keep the Army fixed to the

There ſeems to be no mode of getting money for the preſent preſſing 
needs of this Army, but by fea, from Madras, by his Majeſty's frigates ;

We cannot yet obtain any certain accounts from Bidenore, which gives me ſome ſmall hopes that 
it till holds out, becauſe 1 think that the moment the misfortune happens, the enemy will give un- 
doubted proof of it to the garriſon at Mangalore, and in ſhort throughout the country. — It is a 
moſt cruel and mortifying reflection to think that ſuch great and valuable paſſeſſions, the holding 
of which would inevitably have brought the enemy to our own terms, ſhould be leſi for want of 
an additional force of 3 or 4000 men; for it is, beyond all doubt, ſuch i is the happy ſituation 
of the Bidenore country, that a body of eight or ten thouſand of our troops would maintain it

HAVE the honour to encloſe to you the proceedings of a council of 


war I found myſelf under the neceſſity of aſſembling, in conſequence 
of the difficulties I foreſaw would prevent my compliance with your 
orders. 


 Waving other confiderations, I ſhall only beg leave to advert to the 
impoſſibility of immediately making ſo conſiderable a detachment as 
that direQed by you, 1n the preſent reduced and diſtreſſed ſtate of this 
Army. 


Unacquainted with the preſent poſition of the Southern Army ; with 
the magazines eſtabliſhed in the Tanjore country; or with the poſſibility 
of that detachment being able to collect ſufficient for their ſubſiftence on 
the route, it would become neceſſary to ſupply the troops, the public and 
private followers, with grain competent either to carry them to Tanjore 
or Trichinopoly, which ſupply granted, by a reference to the return 
given in by the grain-keeper, you will find would have reduced the 
Army to a ſtate of ab/olute want, in the courſe of three, or at moſt 
four days : ſuch a ſtep, conſidering the preſent uncertainty of ſupplies 
from the Preſidency, could neither be * by Policy, or 2 
by reaſon. 


Another obſtacle of magnitude to the movement of this detachment, 
is the want of money. The troops, from their long arrears, are obliged 
to have credit from the Bazar-men and traders who attend the Army, 
and who require an adjuſtment of matters upon ſeparation.

And here I muſt earneſtly requeſt, as you wiſh this ſervice to be 
forwarded, not to delay the diſpatch of ſuch ſupplies of money and pro- 
viſions as may enable me to execute it with promptitude. The ſhips 
deſtined for the conveyance of the proviſions here can receive on board 
the ſtores and ordnance, and the many ſick, for whom we have no con-

With reſpect to the general and immediate movement of this Army, 
I hope, my Lord and Gentlemen, it will be found ſo notoriouſly imprac-

I ſhall only remark, that not only the ordnance and ſtores received

The ſtate of the ſick and wounded, in their preſent ſituation, is a 
matter of painful conſideration ; but, on a ſuppoſition of the movement 
of this Army, would not only fbock bumanity, but might have the moſt 
pernicious influence on their fellow ſoldiers .

WW E are to acknowledge the honour of your Letters of the 1 

* and 23d inſtant, and feel much concerned at the accidents you 
complain of in your march.—The deſertion of the Coolies ſeems very 
extraordinary, whilſt they had an enemy to apprehend, it was not to 
be wondered that ſome ſhould deſert ; but at this time their leaving 
the Army appears unaccountable.—We are perſuaded, that if it ſhould 
have ariſen from ill treatment, or improper management, you will not 
fail to remedy the evil to the beſt of your power. We have not yet 
heard of any of them appearing here ; but Mr. Roſs will uſe every 
poſſible endeavour when they do, to engage them again in the ſervice, 
and ſend them loaded, as you deſire, to Chingleputt. We are glad to 
hear of the ſucceſs of Captain Patterſon in procuring ſlaughter-cattle for 
the Army, and hope that he has given receipts to the owners, in the 
ſame manner as you mention Mr. Kenworthy to have given to him. 


When firſt we determined, at your particular requeſt, to empower 


you to ſend orders to Colonel Lang for the junction of a part of his

REMARKS. 

The council of war above referred to, was held the 6th of April 1783, near Caroor. — The 
members were Colonel Lang commanding the force to the ſouthward, Lieutenant Colonels Fullar - 
ton and Forbes of his Majefly' s troops, and Captains Macleod and xr in the Company's 
ſervice.

The Government, in their Minute of yeſterday, having thought proper to ſignify by requiſition 
to me, that you, or the officer commanding the detachment of his Majefly's Troops employed to the 
ſouthward, ſhould be put under the orders of Colonel Lang; and exceptions being made to certain 
limitations in your inſtructions from me, I am now to acquaint you, that notwithflanding what 
is contained in the Articles 11th and 16th, or any where elſe, controlling the deſtination of the 
detachment, you are nevertheleſs to obey Colonel Lang, and take your orders from him in ſame 
manner as if ſuch exceptions had not been there mentioned. The Government, which gives the 
orders 19 Colonel Lang, taking upon themſelves the refponſility ; and I, for my own part, 
judging it better thus to give up to the wiſh of this Government my own ſeparate opinion and 


powers in reſpect to the employment of the detachment, on certain caſes mentioned in your Inflruc- 
tions.

public ſervice ; but being directed to Sir Eyre Coote, we cannot 


touch a farthing of it, though every means have been employed to 
get it for you. —There are five lacks more on the San Carlos, which 
we expect every day; but it is in the ſame predicament as thoſe which 
came in the Reſolution. Mr. Arthur Cuthbert gave notice to Sir Eyre 
Coote's family before he was buried, that a lack of Rupees was due 
to the Admiral by Sir Eyre Coote; and, as he heard of the money 
brought from Bengal, he thought it right to give notice of his demand, 
in order to prevent the neceſſity of a law-ſuit.—Not to enter further 
into the matter, the end of the ſtory is, that we can't get at the 
money, which, at ſuch a criſis as this, might be attended with the diſ- 
appointment of our faireſt hopes, if I were not determined to riſk 
almoſt every thing to ſupply your Army. Be ſo good as to tell me 


whether you would have me ſend the reſt of the money to Chingleput, 


or by the men of war. I ſhall ſend you 97 fine Bengal Artillery-men 
in addition to the 600 Hanoverians, or more *, together with General 
Bruce and Baron Wangenheim.

The three tranſports, Minerva, Harriet, and Pondicherry, are getting 
ready as faſt as poſſible, and I think will be diſpatched under convoy 
of the Iſis, &c. on Friday or Saturday next. They will * proceed 
to the Southward of Cuddalore, as you deſire, where they will receive 
your inſtructions. I beg leave to mention to you, that there are on 
board the Reſolution four iron 18 pounders on truck-carriages belong- 
ing to the Company, which were put on board at Bengal for the 
defence of the ſhip: in caſe you ſhould want them, you will give 
orders for landing them at Conjimeer. 


As ſoon as you have unloaded the Reſolution, you will be ſo good as

AJOR Charles Cathcart of his Majeſty's 98th regiment arrived 
here lately from Calcutta, and informed our Preſident of his 
having been appointed Quarter-maſter-general of the King's troops

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by Sir Eyre Conte, and of his intention to proceed to the Army“ in 
that capacity. We underſtand alſo, by private report, that another 
officer, now on his way from Bengal, has been appointed Adjutant 
General of the King's troops, under the ſame authority. 


We think it proper, therefore, to inform you, that having referred 
to Sir Eyre Coote's commiſſion (of which we poſſeſs an official copy, 
and now encloſe a tranſcript thereof), we do not find that he had any 
power either expreſſed or implied to make ſuch appointments, 


Our Army is compoſed jointly of his Majeſty's and the Company” 8 
troops, and the poſts of Quarter-maſter-general and Adjutant- general 
are already filled by Company's officers, and have been ſo from the 
commencement of the war. If there are any exceptions to the abilities 
or the conduct of thoſe officers, we are ready to hear them, and, if 
well founded, to appoint other officers in their room; but without 
ſuch exceptions, we think it would be extremely unjuſt ro difplace 
them : and we need not inform you, that to one Army there can be 
but one Quarter-maſter-general, and one Adjutant-general. But could 
the cuſtom of the ſervice admit of two, we ſhould not think our- 
ſelves authoriſed to burthen the Company with ſo much additional 
expence. 


We are much concerned, therefore, that it is not in our power to 
acquieſce in the appointments in queſtion, being perfectly convinced 
of the merit of the gentlemen on whom they have been conferred.

and the detachment of his Majeſty's and the Company's troops now

As ſoon as we can poſſibly find time, we ſhall take into conſidera- 
tion the report of Meſſrs. Hollond and Mowbray on the Army grain 
accounts“; in the meanwhile we have reſolved to difallow every 
charge made by the Army grain-keeper for gunny bags, which we con- 
ſider as totally irregular and unwarrantable, the gunny bags being as 
much the property of the Company as the rice they contain, and the 
charging of either equally unjuſt to them. Captain Hearſey, it ſeems, 


quotes the verbal orders of the Commander in Chief in ſupport of this 


charge; but no written orders from the Commander in Chief, or from 
Government itſelf, could authoriſe a charge of ſuch a nature. 


We think it right to communicate to you our ſentiments on this ſub- 


ject; and we earneſtly requeſt your concurrence and aſſiſtance in our 
endeavours to effect a reduction in the enormous expences of the 
Army, which otherwiſe it is impoſſible for us much longer to 
ſupport. 

We have already obſerved to you that it muſt be in the power of 
the Commander in Chief to render the moſt eſſential ſervice to his em- 
ployers in this reſpect; and we requeſt that you will point out to us 
how this important object can be attained, and whatſoever meaſures 
and arrangements you are of opinion will contribute towards it.

OUR Letters af the 6th and 8th inſtant have been received. The 

ſupply of ſlaughter-cattle which you mention has been very ſeaſon- 
able; and it is to be hoped that more may be procured in the ſame 
manner from the enemy. To derive aſſiſtance from their reſources 
being a double advantage, which could be procured only by an early 
march towards the enemy. They have hitherto drawn reſources from 
Pondicherry and its neighbourhood ; your arrival ſ there may therefore 
add to your ſupplies, and be an increaſe of their difficulties, The 
neceſſity of ſending rice from hence to Chingleput by land in large 
quantities is ſuperſeded by thoſe which are ſent by ſea to a more forward 
ſtation, We flatter ourſelves that the Active and Reſolution have 
reached you before this time, as alſo the ſupplies of caſh by land.

never be delivered. We are however uſing our beſt endeavours to 
procure poſſeſſion of them. Whatever we receive is ſolely devoted to 
the military ſervice. | 

The convoys have not been ready ſo ſoon as there was reaſon to be- 
lieve : however the Iſis, Chaſer, Herriott, and Pondicherry, together 
with the Ann and Amelia, will probably be ready to fail to-morrow 
night; and, in the courſe of the week the San Carlos, Naiade, and 
Minerva will follow, as alſo the Morſe Indiaman. They will all pro- 
ceed to the ſouthward of Cuddalore as you deſired, where you will con- 
trive to communicate your inſtructions to them. Being to windward 


they will eaſily ſail down to ſuch place as you wiſh, in cafe you ſhould: 


mean them to diſembark even to the northward of Cuddalore. The 
Commander of each convoy of ſupplies for your Army will hoiſt the 
ſame ſignal as was ordered for the Active, viz. a yellow flag at the 
fore-top-gallant-maſt-head, which you will pleaſe to anſwer with an 
Union-flag, and a Pendant over it. The Union and Pendant to be 


hoiſted on a flag-ſtaff. 


Two deſerters arrived here a few days ſince, and two more yeſterday. 
The accounts of the two latter is, that they belonged to the detach- 
ment on the Red Hills, which conſiſted of 200 or 300 Europeans, and 
above half of them fick, not a great many Sepoys, and very few horſe. 
The two former deſerters gave nearly the ſame account ; but ſuch 
people muſt be indifferent judges of numbers. They had fallen in 
| with 
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with the camp, and ſaid you could not have leſs than 30,000 ghting 
men. 


We obſerve, that though we wrote to you on the 26th day of laſt: 
month to ſend us copies of the Letters or Orders you had already tranſ- 
mitted to Colonel Lang or Commanding Officer of the Southern Army, 
and of ſuch others as you ſhould thereafter write; and we afterwards 
repeated the ſame to you in our Letter of the 7th inſtant *, yet you 
have not ſent us any ſuch copies; though it appears, by your Letter of 
the 6th inſtant, that you had then already ſent Orders or Letters there: 
ſuch a conduct will reduce us to the neceſſity of revoling the poxver we. 
had given to you in relation to that Army, and of prohibiting the officer 
commanding it from paying any attention to your orders, unleſs confirmed 
by ours. We are anſwerable for the movements of our Armies; and 
muſt be acquainted with them. 


Incloſed we ſend you a copy of our Letter to 8 Haliday o on 
the ſubject of his deſtination. We alſo ſend a Duplicate of our 
Preſident's Letter to M. Buſſy, relative to a cartel, which we deſire you 
will forward to him by a proper opportunity.

morrow, if I am able to attend. Iam confined at preſent to my couch, 
with a violent rheumatiſm ; and now dictate this Letter, in order to 


acquaint you that the San Carlos, the Minerva tranſport, and Speed- 


well, with troops, ſtores, and proviſions, will fail to-morrow, upon 
the ſame deſtination, and with the fame inſtructions as the Iſis and 
her convoy. The San Carlos wilt carry 20,c00 Pagodas; which ſum 
will be added to, by every opportunity that offers, as faſt as money 
comes in to us.

N E have received the honour of your Letter of the 19th inſtant ; and

reinforcement may arrive at Trincomalee before you reach your deſti- 
nation. ; |

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We cannot avoid expreſſing our concern and ſurpriſe, that you ſhould 
think it would be neceſſary for the ſquadron - to return to Madras roads 
during the courſe of next month. Such a movement might effectually 


deſtroy all the hopes we had entertained from its aſſiſtance and operations. We 
flatter ourſelves that ſuch ſtores and proviſions as you may have occaſion for, 


may be forwarded ta you from hence; and as for water, we had hoped 


that the aſſiſtance you received in that reſpe& (every boat belonging to the 


Port having been employed in the ſervice of the ſquadron during your ſtay. 
at Madras) would have effectually ſecured you againſt every diſtreſs in that 
article, However, ſhould-you really feel any want of that kind, we truſt 
you will be able to water the ſquadron at ſuch. places.and. in ſuch manner as. 
Mon. Suffrein did before Trincomalee fell into. his hands. 


By your coming to Madras our operations to the ſouthward would be- 
expoſed to the moſt imminent danger, and the main obje& be defeated, as 
there is great reaſon to believe that ſo ſpirited and enterpriſing an officer as.

returned from a ſtation to windward of that place. 


We therefore earneſtly beſeech you to take ſuch meaſures as will render 


it unneceſſary for you to return to Madras at the time you mention; and you 
may rely upon every poſſible exertion that this Government can make, to 
forward to you to the ſouthward ſuch ſupplies as we can furniſh, in order to 


prevent your return hither at a moment when your remaining to the ſouth- 


ward may determine the fate of the war. 


We have ſent a copy of your Letter, together with this to General Stuart, 
to prepare him for the worft that can happen, in caſe you perſevere in your 
intention; but we muſt ſtill flatter ourſelves that you will not order any 
movement of the ſquadron which may render abortive the very important 
expedition we are now engaged in. You will pleaſe to obſerve, that were 
you to come to Madras, it would be a very long time indeed before you 
could be watered, becauſe a great part of our boats have been ſent to the 
ſouthward for the preſent ſervice. The number that now remains is very 
ſmall; but the object before us is of ſuch importance, that it becomes an 
indiſpenſable duty to make ſacrifices in order to accompliſh it. There is not 
as yet one of the Indiamen delivered, although it is upwards of a month 
ſince their arrival, If neither Batacaloo or other places in Ceylon, acceſſible 
to the ſquadron, * be found 9 to the purpoſe of watering the 
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Fleet, we ſubmit to you, whether Negapatam, Tranquebar, or porto noro 
would not be infinitely preferable to a return to Madras.

N our Letters to you on the ſubject of the powers which we had in- 
truſted to you, over the Southern Troops, we gave you very ſuffi- 
dient reaſons why it was proper that we ſhould have a communication 
of your orders to the commander of thoſe forees upon that ſubjeQ, both 
becauſe ſuch communication might prevent any diverſity m the orders 
to ſuch commander from you and from this Committee, and becauſe it 


Was neceſſary we ſhould be acquainted with the movements of both

It is the intereſt of Tippoo Sahib, ſurrounded * with hoſtile Armies, 
diſaffected or mutinous ſubjects, and. doubtful friends, to claim the 
benefit of the Mahratta treaty, which ſtipulated for his father the 
entire poſſeſſion of the dominions he enjoyed previous to the war, on 
the condition of his evacuation of the Carnatic. Under all theſe cir- 
cumſtances, it does not appear probable to us that he will return with 
any formidable force to the Carnatic. It is ſtill leſs probable that he 


could execute, were he ſo inclined, ſuch a deſign, before the fate of 
Cuddalore ſhould be determined. 


By the Admiral's Letter you perceive that he means to return to 
Madras in the courſe of next month. If by any delay or accident you 
ſhould not, before ſuch return, have attained your object, it will after- 
wards, by the probable arrival of the French Fleet at Cuddalore, and 
the ſuccours of every kind which it may afford, become a matter of 
difficulty and uncertainty. Theſe conſiderations will no doubt accele- 
rate your movements. To act ſlowly 7, is not, in all circumſtances, 
to make ſure of ſucceſs. Of ſucceſs we are authoriſed, from your re- 
corded opinion, to form no doubt; and, ſince that opinion your ſtrength 
has been encreaſed. Every means and every aſſiſtance has been ſup- 
plied : we have incurred a vaſt expence; and have ſpared nothing to 
ſupply you. You have plenty of proviſions and ammunition. We 
have ſent large ſums of money; all we had or could procure. We 
have ſent you ſupplies from hence.

We requeſt that in your operations againſt Cuddalore you will ſee 
the neceſſity of not loſing a moment, leſt the moment of ſucceſs ſhould 
paſs. The determination you exprels in one of your Letters to go on 
fure grounds, however flowly, may decreaſe ſomewhat in its wiſdom, 
by the preſſure of particular circumſtances. There is nothing ſtrictly 
that can, in war, be ſure; and the deſire of rendering it what it 
cannot be, might degenerate into flowneſs, as fatal as precipi- 
tation.

HAd not the honour of yours of the 29th April, with a poſtſeript 
of the iſt May, till the 16th inſtant. 1 diſpatched my acknowledg- 
ments to you for your Letter of the ſame date, which I had received on 


the 1oth, by your Harcarrahs, and by Duplicate and Triplicate to 
Mr. Cochrane. 


Immediately on receiving your F orders, and tho/e | of the Committee, 
I ordered the 13th, 23d, and grenadier Sibendies to be in readineſs to 
join from Tanjore; and 1 wrote to Madura for the 3d battalion from 
thence, which I directed the 25th battalion to replace from Palam- 


cottah : I alſo ordered all the field-pieces that could be ſpared from the 


garriſons to be got in forwardneſs for the uſe of this Army. I alſo 
diſpatched Captain Tanner to Trichinopoly and Tanjore, to prepare a 
number of military ſtores for the Army. 


All this I conceived to be eſſential to the effect of this force, ator

HAD the honour to write to you on the 18th , informing 
you of the ſteps I had taken ſince I entered on the command;

In my laſt I mentioned that I had ordered the 25th battalion from 
Palamcottah to Madura, to replace the 3d coming to camp; but Mr. 
Irwin and Captain Bilcliffe having ſtated the inconveniency that would 
ariſe to the Tinivelly country from that meaſure, I have ſent 1 30 
Mogully horſe to aid in the collections; ; and have left it to Captain 
Bilcliffe whether or not he judges it expedient to ſend the 25th in lieu 
of his own, the 19th, now in camp. He has written me that 5 com- 


panies of the 25th are marched, by Mr. Irwin's conſent, to join us; 


and I think it neceſſary to incloſe to you, Sir, my anſwer to Mr. 
Irwin *, in order to prove my earneſtneſs to forward every department 
of ſervice, and as far as in my power to promote and aſſiſt every public 
view of every individual in theſe employments. 
I have done every thing in my power to eſtabliſh. ſomething like 
diſcipline and regularity in the military to the ſouthward. As far as 
the regular battalions are concerned, time and opportunity will ſurely 
produce the deſired effect; but the rabble of independents and irregu- 
lars are ſo ſcattered, and ſo little under the eye of officers, that there

been inattentive to the circumſtances of the Tinivelly country. —T am well aware of the d:fficulttes 
with which you and Captain Bilcliffe have to contend, as well as with the magnitude and im- 
portance of the territories entruſted to your management. But the inſtruftions of Government 
reſpecting the operations of this Army, and the opinion of a Council of Mar * on that ſubject, 

held by order of Government on the 6th April, rendered it my obvious duty to collect as large a 
force as could with any propriety be ſpared from the immediate ſafety of the Southern Garriſons. 
In order to accompliſh this purpoſe, I did conceive that the number of troops returned under the 
command of Captain Bilcliffe, would have enabled him to furniſh one battalion, while the Tanjore 
diſtricts are to furniſb three, beſides thoſe already with us in the field. I cannot help expreſſing 
my regret that Government ſhould incur ſo large an expence for Irregulars and Sibendies, who 
on paper appear as ſerviceable troops ; but, on any emergency, are reported uſeleſs to the public 
cauſe. I am hopeful that meaſures may be adopted for eflabliſhing a ſyſlem of diſcipline and 
erder among them, without which they * be di fi nguiſhed by any other name, rather than by 
that of ſoldiers.

If any thing further can be done ( confitently with the inſtructians from my ſupe- 
riors) to give effect to your exertions, you have only to ſuggeſt, and it all be complied with.

E have had the honour of receiving your Letters F of the 28th and 

31ſt May. You do not, in the latter, favour us with the acknow- 
ledgment of ours, of the 26th of May, though as much time had then 
elapſed g, as is uſually employed in the conveyance of Letters from 
camp, and no accident is mentioned to have happened. The receipt

* This is the very remarkable epiſtle which was originally intercepted by the enemy, 
and ſent to Mr, Buſly at Cuddalore, and then put in French, and the tranſlation was 
ſhewn to me after my return to the Preſidency, I gave that tranſlation to the Select 
Committee in Auguſt 1783.

I am now buſy in performing that promiſe; and I eſteem it my ks good fortune 
and preſent happineſs, after all that has befallen me, to have ſurvived to this period, with 
the near proſpect of attaining that greateſt object of my preſent ambition.

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of that Letter was the more effential, as it contained our ſentiments 
upon a ſubject on which you ſaid you would take no ſtep, till you 
knew our ſentiments, but now have taken ſteps contrary to theſe ſenti- 
ments, which you could not have done conſiſtently with a knowledge 
of them, We ſince have forwarded to you authentic accounts of the 
critical ſtate of our affairs on the coaſt of Malabar, and rumour ſays 
more of them. Theſe accounts contain the beſt proof, and are 
accompanied by the ſtrongeſt remonſtrances *, of the neceſſity of 
enabling and directing our Southern Army to the moſt immediate 
and vigorous exertions in the ſouthern provinces of Tippoo, to prevent 
his recovery of his weſtern dominions, and to deter him, by ſuch an 
attack, from yielding to the ſolicitations of the French or the tempta- 
tions of conqueſt, to return to the Carnatic.

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Southern Army, calls indeed for the exerciſe of our matureſt judgment, 
before we conſent to it; and the uſe you have made of the confidence 
we placed in you, forces us to caution in the continuance of it. We 
deſire, therefore, that you will communicate to us, without delay, 
copies of all the orders you have ſent before the receipt of this Letter to 
Colonel Fullarton and Major Bruce, with your reaſons for them; and 
that you will incloſe to us, and to us only, all ſuch orders as you ſhall

Our intentions, as to ſupplies from the ſouthward, are not, 
in this ſeaſon, ſubject to the ſame delay; and we are now only parti- 
cularly anxious for the fulfilling of your intentions as to your inveſt- 
ment of Cuddalore, which we ſhall conſider as the ſincereſt teſtimony 
of the gratitude you are pleaſed to expreſs, and the fitteſt return to be 
paid by you for our attention.

Daraporam, June 1, 1783. 
HAD the honour to write to you on the 25th, informing you of 
my reaſons for moving towards this place, and of my anxiety to 
hear from you, ſomething deciſive reſpecting my future operations; 
but as yet I have not received any Letter from you ſince the 16th. 


This Army encamped before this place on the 3oth at four in the 
afternoon, after a march of nearly twelve hours; I immediately inſpected 
the ground adjoining to the fort, and at three in the morning I pro- 


ceeded, with ſome Europeans, and two battalions of Sepoys, to take 


poſſeſſion of a very ſtrong poſt on the weſtern fide of the Ambrady 


river, within 3oo yards of the fort. I had the men under cover before 


day-light, opened a ſmall mortar battery at eight, and by three in the 
afternoon had a battery of three guns, with which we effected a breach 
barely practicable, by half paſt fix o'clock. The ditch, though dry, is 
very deep and broad. The ſcarpe and counterſcarpe both reveted and 
ſtrengthened by a very conſiderable berm ; fo that an obſtinate enemy 
might have given us much trouble: but the Killedar and his people +

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not chuſing to hazard a ſtorm, the grenadiers under Captain Moody 


entered the breach this morning at day-break, without refiſtance. 
I have ſpared the lives of all the people in the place, and ſet at liberty 
all but thoſe of condition, whom I have detained, in hopes of informa- 


tion from them. There are large quantities of grain and a conſiderable 


magazine of powder already diſcovered, beſides. much grain in the 
neighbourhood, I preſume not leſs than 40 or 50,000. cullums of 
paddy. I ſhall tranſmit you, Sir, an exact deſcription. of the place, 
and a ſtate of things found in it, as ſoon as it can be prepared. 

If I have not the honour of hearing from you before that time , 1 
ſhall think it my duty to ftate to you, Sir, the exact idea I have 
formed of the ſituation of this Army and the circumſtances under 
which I act, in order that you may give ſuch directions as you ſhall 
judge neceſſary, on ſo important a ſubject. I encloſed ſeveral Letters

Negapatam, June 7, 1783. 
About one & dock this morning I was ed: with your Letter of the zd, and I now en- 


cloſe you a copy of my Letter to Mr. Sulivan, by which you will perceive what meaſures I have 
talen for the completing you with water ; but I have reaſon to think, that from the great 
Faarcity of that eſſential article at Tranquebar, that you will be twice the time in watering your 
Fleet there, than you otherwiſe will be were you to ſend part of your ſhips here, and to Vellany 
or Senior-Sahody, five miles to the ſouthward of this; and I am apt to believe that T ſhall. 
find ſome difficulty in prevailing on the Cattamaran people to proceed to Tranquebar ; and, after 
they do arrive there, they may be enticed away by the French and Dutch; for within theſe few 
days, not leſs than 50 Cattamaran men have been enticed away from the Coopongs here, and 
I am told they are now at Tranguebar, while thoſe I expect from the ſouth remain here under 
my own eye.

You will be fo hind to let me know kay ſupply of cattle you require for your Fleet, that I may 
write to Mr. Sulivan about it, who will procure them from the Tondeman's country.

I have 
ſent for more in this neighbourhood. I wrote you a Letter la night, and I diſpatch off this 
without loſs of time, that you may order up what ſhips you think proper.

one o'clock this morning, otherwiſe I ſhould have immediately Forwarded it; but as Sir Edward's 


Letter to me (which I ſend for your peruſal), dated the '3d inſtant off Point-Pedro*, contains 
nothing new, and, as I ſuppoſe, the Letter to you is of the ſame date, I thought it would be as 
well to defer diſpatching the Tappal, until I could infirm you what meaſures have been taken 
hy me, in order to procure Cattamaran people and boats for the purpoſe of watering the Flee 


now at anchor at Tranquebar, in conſequence of a l eiter received from Mr. Mackintoſh, dated 
yeſterday afternoon, informing me, that the Admiral wiſhes to water his Fleet at Tranguebar, 


and requeſts every aſſiſtance I can give him to ect that end; for, if he does not get it quickly 
he will be under the neceſſity of returning to Madras. 


I have this inſtant wrote a circular Letter to all the Amildars and Monegars belonging to 
the Rajah on the coaſt to the ſouthward of this, requeſting them to ſend all the boats, Cattama- 
rans, and people here that they poſſibly can, without loſs of time; and I have ſent proper people 
to take a lift of the ſame, with money to advance for the maintenance of the Cattamaran people's 
families during their abſence. 


The head Cattamaran man here, who is looked wn as the chief all over this coaſt, is gone on 
this buſineſs, and will explain to the people that they may depend on regular payment. Enſign 
Clarke has been ſo kind to let me * 18 Sepoys, who are to eſcort the Cattamarans and boats 
there.

(ORU1ZING off Trincomalee with the {quadron, two Engliſh priſoners. 
eſcaped from one of the French ſhips in Back Bay, and gave me 
information of the Argonaut 74, Cleopatra and Coventry frigates, with 
four ſtore-ſhips, having been diſpatched, on Thurſday laſt, to Cuddalore; 
and to return again with troops to. man the ſhips of war ; which determined 


me 


T ſend you a copy of my circular Letter, by which you will perceive, that I have mentioned 
that the urgency of the ſervice required my taking this ſtep, which I doubted not the Rajah would 
approve of, and that they might depend upon a regular order being ſent them ſoon, which I 
beg you to procure. I. ſhould imagine that Cattamarans will be moft convenient for the purpoſe 
of carrying off the water, becauſe the bar at Tranguebar is ſhut, and all the ſpare Chillingas 
will be required for the public ſervice at Cuddalore; alſo for the landing and re-ſhipping of the 
grain arrived here and at Nagore ; and this double trouble is unavoidable, for the greater 
number of the boats or veſſels with grain have other articles of merchandize, and do not chooſe | 
to proceed to Cuddalore, which obliges me to hire other veſſels to carry the rice and grain 
thither. 

The leaſt each ſhip on an average expends, I am told, is 3 butts per day, and each Cattamaran - 
will make 2 trips with 2 butts on the Cattamaran ; ſo that 24 Cattamarans will be required 10. 
carry: one day's water for the Fleet. You will be able to judge by that the additional number re- 
quired, for the purpoſe of completing Sir Edward in his water without loſi of time. In ſhort, 
1 ſhould ſuppoſe that not leſs than 300 Cattamarans will be required to enable the Admiral to 
return ſoon to Trincomalee, before the expected reinforcemenis can have joined Mr. Sy Frein. I 
ſhall write to Sir Edward concerning this, and propoſe to him his ſending fome of his ſhips up 
here, to water, and particularly to Senior-Sabody, five miles to the ſouthward of this, where 
the ban is deep at all times, and the water is of the beſt quality, and near at hand.

Within the lines here, clſe to the hoſpital that is demaliſhed, there are three private Jouſe that 
can be hired far your ſick, and they can hold near 600 men. There is alſe in the citadel five or fix 
large Godowns ſtill flanding untouched ; and there is alſo the Governor's ſlables remaining, 
which happens to be private property. I am thus particular, becauſe you might wiſh to have all 
your fi ick within the lines, which may be defended with a very ſmall body of men. At preſent 
there is only a company of Sepoys here, but Gen. Stuart can order the force to be encreaſed. As 
o vegetables, you can now have in plenty, and in a ſhort time you will have in abundance for all 
your Fleet; for all the people are buſy cultivating their gardens, and ſmwing every kind of green 
that is goad for the ſcurvy. 1 have now a ſtock of 60 cattle for your ſick.

I regret, Sir, that the different Letters I have had the honour of ad- 
dreſſing to you ſince I aſſumed the command of this Army, although 
five in number, of the 12th, 18th, and 25th of May, and of the 1ft 
and 7th * of June ſhould have been fo obſcurely expreſſed, as to leave

ſeemingly unfortunate, as I have them not equally under my n and am not anfwerable- 
for them. | 


In my communication or correſpondence with officers in certain high ſituations, re- 
lative to the execution of the military ſervice, eſpecially with ſuch as w:/hed for, and enjoyed 
my confidence in that reſpect, it never entered into my thoughts, that they could have 
crooked political views ; I gave them, therefore, full communication as to ſoldiers in the 
broad military way; and it made no difference with me, whether my Letters on ſuch ſub+ 
jets, either directly to them, or through the medium of others, were conſidered as official, 
or otherwiſe, as I had nothing but the public ſervice in view. In like manner, I looked 
upon the Letters I might at any time, or in any way receive from Colonel Lang, Colonel 
Fullarton, or others, in iimilar caſes. If they, or any other officer, having, as I ima- 
gined, the military public fervice folely in view, and deſerving of confidence, — if, I ſay, 
an officer of this deſcription informs me, that he wiſhes further communication of my 
ideas, I gave it him as a brother ſoldier, without difference of rank or ſituation ; and I. 
was induced to believe, from his own words, whether officially or confidentially expreſſed; 

that my opinions would have weight with him. Politics and political men may vary; but, 
in military ſervice, a ſoldier's plain meaning on profeſſional ſubjects, is commonly con- 
veyed in few words, and eaſily underſtood, ſuppoſing but one line to look to; and, if the 

Commander in Chief, as in my caſe, had given proofs of military 8 to officers in 
high ſituations, he had every reaſon to expect a co-operation in every ſenſe of the word, 
even <vithout poſitive orders, which, from various reaſons, might not be competent at the 
time (ſee p. 53 and + 439). 

This I offer as my individual anſwer to-the general reaſoning made uſe of in the whole 
of this Letter from Col. Fullarton, applicable te to our reſpective ſituations at the time.

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eighteen- pounder, and with two iron twelve-pounders, and with 
various ſtores from Daraporam and from the Army. I encloſe the 
copy of my Letter to him *, reſpecting his preparations for the defence of 
the place. I have ordered the five companies of the 2 5th, that were in 
camp, to reinforce Madura, where there is an extreme deficiency of 
grain and military ſtores, and where I underſtand the works are much 
neglected. I have further directed the 23d battalion to eſcort the guns, 
ſores, and ammunition, from Caroor to Cortallum, and to do duty 
there till further orders. I confeſs it would have been extremely ſatiſ- 
factory to me, if on theſe points you had honoured me with more 
ſpecific inſtructions, and if you had left leſs to my judgment, which 
is at all times liable to error, and its operations to miſconſtruction. I 
cannot preſume to determine how far the ſteps I have taken, in addi- 
tion to the means already in thoſe garriſons, may be ſufficient for their 
ſecurity while this Army ſhall be acting to the eaſtward. If I had 
thrown a greater force into thoſe places, this Army would have been 
of little avail in forwarding your preſent operations; and if I had 
been more ſparing, I ſhould have left them expoſed an eaſy conqueſt 
to the enemy, ſhould he be tempted to dire& his force againſt the 
Southern Provinces ; which it is not altogether unreaſonable to ſuppoſe; 
for it is aſſerted that large bodies of horſe are already moving towards 
this quarter, and ample magazines of grain and other neceſſaries have 
long been preparing for him throughout the Coimbatoor country. 1 

ſhall be anxious till I receive your orders, expreſſing ſpecifically how 
far you deſire that theſe arrangements ſhould be altered or confirmed; 
for, beſides the uneaſineſs I ſhall feel under the preſſure of any arrange- 
ments of mine, on which the ſafety and exiſtence of the Southern 
Provinces may depend, I ſhall at all times, as a ſoldier, with to act 
and to obey, rather than to reaſon and diſcuſs. The Army will arrive 
at Trichinopoly the 16th; by that time I truſt I ſhall receive your 
further orders for my guidance; for I need not inform you, Sir, that

of the manner in which I have acted *: but ſhould it prove otherwiſe, 
I beg leave to intimate how ready I ſhall be at all times to bring every 
part of my conduct into the fulleſt diſcuſſion, in any mode that you. 
thall judge proper to direct. 


In moments of public difficulty, like the preſent, I ſhould hold my- 


ſelf highly criminal indeed, if I were capable, by any proceedings of 
mine, of retarding and embarraſling public ſervice, or of incommod- 
_ ng thoſe intruſted with the direction of it: and therefore, with many 


apologies for too long an intruſton, I ſhall only venture to aſſert, that 


there is not under your command one perſon more zeatous to deſerve 
your approbation ; and, you may be aſſured, that as often as I receive 


clear and pointed orders, they ſhall be clearly and pointedly obeyed.

A very FORAY report prevails hw at preſent ; one of the Madras Sepoys came in laſt night, 
as he ſays, from Bidenore ; he acquainted Major Campbell that General Mathews had ſux- 
rendered Bidenore to Tippoo after making a capitulation, wherein it was agreed that we ſhould 
keep the ſea-coaft below the Ghauts, and that General Mathews, with the troops, ſhould be al- 
Irwed to paſs the Ghauts and join the reft of the Army; that upon his marching out, the enemy 
breaking faith with him, ordered our troops to ground their arms, and made them all pri- 
foners. The Sepoy adds many other particulars, and ſays he is willing to remain in confinement 
until the news is confirmed, and to be hung up if it proves falſe. How far he is to be credited, I 
cannot ſay ; but, at any rate, it has put a ſtop ta the march of a detachment, intended to have 
been ſent out to endeavour to drive the enemy up the Ghauts.—The Sepoy ſays he made his eſcape 
by mixing with the enemy, and appearing as one of themſelves ; — he likewiſe ſays that Tippos was 
zo proceed hither with his whole force, and a number of guns, to beſiege this place, fa that a few 
days muſt prove the truth or falſity of his aſſertions.

»The depth of the Coleroon at this late ſeaſon to prevent Colonel Fullarton's junction, 
had for many weeks been foretold 2, and urged as one of the many principal reaſons why the 
Southern Force, if to be of any uſe in co-operation againſt the French at Cuddalore, 
ought to approach that river in May. Thoſe, therefore, whether as the Government of 
Fort St. George, or others acting under them, who have been in any way inſtrumental to 
counteratt the original plan of the campaign, by diverting or retarding the ſcaſonable ope- 
rations of that force from the great object of that campaign, are, in my opinion, an- 
ſwerable to the Public for the conſequences, in preventing the loſs which the French 
& would have otherwiſe daciſtuely ſuſtained at Cuddalore. If, therefore, the French have 

remained in ſuch numbers in India 5, immediately after the peace, and we have experienced 

heflile intrigues on their part with Tippoo at Mangalore, or elſewhere, it is, as ! maintain, 
in direct conſequence of ſuch counteraction; becauſe, by the approach of the Southern 

Force in proper ſeaſon in May, our Admiral would have been made palpably certain of con- 

venient plenty in water and freſh proviſions for his Fleet, and accommodation for the ſick, 

which would have put him entirely at eaſe to have remained ſouth of Cuddalore. The diſ- 
reſſes of the Army were in natural conſequence of Sir Edward's quitting the windward ſta- 
tion.

received. I have however thought it my duty *, in conſequence of the 
"alarming accounts received from the coaſt, to continue my march to- 
wards you with the utmoſt expedition. I am in hopes of collecting a 
conſiderable quantity of cattle on my march. Thoſe I have left on 
the other ſide of the Coleroon will be much more ſafely conveyed to 
you or to the ſquadron (ſhould it return), between the rivers, than on 
this ſide, eſpecially conſidering the rapid marches I ſhall make. 


Agreeably to your directions I have requeſted Mr. Sulivan to provide 
us with grain not only for this Army, but for yours. You muſt how- 
ever, be ſenſible, Sir, that, with twelve days proviſions on the /oldiers 
backs, and with a ſcarcity of bullocks and conveyance, it is impoſſible 
to take advantage of any efforts that Mr. Sulivan might make to ſupply 
us; and, as I underſtand from yours and other Letters, that grain is a 
valuable and ſcarce commodity at Cuddalore, I think myſelf bound to 
ſtate | the embarraſſments that may eventually ariſe from this Army, 
ſhould we be unable to diſcover on our march any ſupplies of grain.
